SUBJECT : Cuban Missile Crisis Exhibit 


1. At the Morning Meeting on 13 December the Director expressed 
the desire that the Cuban Missile Crisis exhibit continue in the 1D 
corridor at headquarters at least until February 1973. He verifted 
that others at the meeting agreed with this and received positive 
confirmation of the value of the exhibit in a wide range of liaison 
relationships.
